INFLUENZA AND SUICIDE, 


An Explanation of the Cause of Saicides 
Which Have Latcly Occarred. 


A case which occurred lately at Do- 
ver, where a Scottish gentleman com- 
mitted sulcide, is of importance in cne 
particular, says the London Medical 
| Press. At the inquest it was pointed 
out that he had not been himself since 
lan attack of influenza two years before, 
and that in all probability this attack 
was the primary cause of the self-de- 
struction. The importance of this 


fact, with regard to motives for suicide, 
Should not be disregarded, and we are 
of the opinion that a large number of 
the unexplained cases of suicide which 
have occurred lately are, in all proba- 
bility, to be ascribed to post-influenzal 
cerebral changes. During the six epi- 
demics which® have spread over the 
country since the winter of 18*9-90, a 
very large proportion of the popula- 
tion have sileneat while many of thease 
must have developed nervous symptoms. 
To turn to a particular instance, a 
case in court not long ago depended on 
the question whether a man had com- 
mitted suicide or not, but the fact that 
he had had an attack of influenza two 
years before was not insisted on, owing 
to the length of time which had elapsed 
between the attack and the death—just 
about the same time, it will be noticed 
ipsed between the attack and 
the suicide in the first case, Medical 
jurists w ill do well to remember that, 
if the actual effects of influenza, 
though protean, are fleeting, the after 
results in many are of long duration, 
insidious, and often of a nervous char- 
acter, leading. to the cerebral instal-

The most fam- 
ous of hie “ slave sales” was that of 
the beautiful girl, Sarah, and it was 
upon this occasion that the mort ex- 
Citing scenes ever witnessed in Ply- 
muuth (church, or in any other Ameri- 
ean church for that matter, occurred. 
Mr. Reech:r was unusually dramatic :

By fall their money began to run 
short, and they decided to.look about 
for another job. In the Quincy rob- 
bery they had broken their agree- 
ment with Evans, paying him only a 
@mall sum for the use of the air-pump 
which he had furnished them. Now, 
however, they called upon him again, 
and, partly by threats, partly by gener- 
ous offers, induced him to assist them 
egain. A series of unsuccessful  at- 
tempts at robbery were made on banks 
in Saratoga, Nantucket, Covington, 
Kentucky; and Rockville, Connecticut. 
In several instances failure came at the 
very time when success seemed sure. In 
the case of the Covington. bank, for in- 
stance, nitroglycerine was used in 
blowing open the safe, and the explo- 
sion wasso violent that the men became 
frightened, and fled in a panic, leaving 
behind untouched, although exposed to 
view, two hundred thousand dollars in 
@reenbacks and one milion five hun- 
dred thousand dollars in negotiable 
bonds. In the case of the Rockville 
bank their plans had worked out per- 
fectly, and they had removed everyth- 
ing from the top of the vault buta thin 
layer of brick, when Scott accidentally 
forced the jimmy with which he was 
working through the roof of the vault, 


and let it fall inside. As it was too late 
to complete the work that night, and 
a6 the presence of the juumy inside the 
vault would inevitably start an alarm 
the mext day, they were obliged to 
abandon the attempt entirely. 

The gang’s most desperate adven- 
ture befell in connection with the at- 
tempt on the First National Bank o 
Pittston, Pennsylvania. This was made 
Jate in the fall of 1875. ‘The bamk oc- 
cupied a one-story building covered 
with a tin roof, and the robbers e- 


clded to make the attack from the roof. | 
But there was a serious difficulty in | 


the fact that in case of rain coming any 
tlne after they had begun operations 
weter might soak through the open- 
ngs they had made and betray them. 

nlap’s ingenuity, however, was equal 
to thls emergency; and each night af- 
ter finishing their excavation, they 
earefully relaid the sheets of tin that 


had been disturbed, protecting the 
oints with red putty which matched 
he roof in-color. So weil did they 


put on this putty, that, although it 
rained heavily the very day after they 
began, not a drop leaked through. 
On the night of November 4th only 
one layer of bricks separated them 
from the top of the vault, and it was 
decided (o finish the work and do the 
robbery that night.

They found three Marvin spherical safes 
rotected by a burglar-alarm. But 
eitap was somewhat of an electrical 
expert, and was able to so surround 
the burglar-alarm with heavy boards 
as to render it of little or no danger. 
They experienced much _ difficulty, 
though, in blowing open the safes. The 
first one attempted, yielded on the sec- 
ond explosion, and they secured five 
hundred dollars in currency and sixty 
thousand doilars in bonds. The next one 
was far more troublesome, not less than 
ten explosions being required to make 
way into it. ree § just as the task 
was at last accomplished, and they were 
on the point of seizing a great sum of 
money, there came a warning call from 
Conroy, who was doing sentry duty on 
the roof, and it was necessary to fly. 
When Dunlap and Scott had _ been 
dragged out of the vault by their as- 
sociates, they were found scarcely able 
torun. During all the twelve explos- 
fons of powder and dynamite they had 
never left the vault, but crouching be- 
hind the boards that guarded the bur- 
glar-alarm, had remained within arm’s 
ength of explosions so violent that 
they tore apart plates of welded steel, 
and shook the whole building. Worse 
than the shock of these explosions were 
the noxious gases generated by them, 
Scott and Dunlap had to breathe. On 
coming out, their clothes were wringing 
wet with perspiration, and they were 
so weak that their legs tottered under 


them, and their comrades had to _al- 
most carry them for a time. But, 
nevertheless, they managed to walk 


thirty miles that nicht, to Leigh, where 
they boarded a train to New York. 

It wes on this occasion that there was 
left behind in the vault the air-pump 
which Robert Pinkerton afterwards re- 
called so shrewdly to Evans’ disadvan- 
tage. 

Coming, in his confession, the 
Northampton Bank robbery,  Evana 
said that the gang had considered mak- 
ing an attempt there for several months 
before the robbery was actually execut- 
ed. Fora time they had designed to 
ro the First National Bank, where 
Evans had been employed to put in 
new doors, but this scheme thev after- 
wards abandoned. Enjoying the full- 
est confidence of the Northampton Bank 
officers, Evans had made repeated vis- 
its to the bank, and gained important 
information for his associates, It was 
through his influence that the hank di- 
rectors decided to give the whole com- 
bination of the vau!t to cashier Wittel- 
sey, who had previously bean entrust- 


to 


ed with only half of it, the remainder. 


baing given to one of the clerks. 

On the night of the robbery Evans 
was in New York, but he had gone to 
Northampton a dav or two after, as 
already stated. Then, for the first 
time, he realized what immense wrong 
and suffering would be inflicted upon 
innocent people by the robbers, and he 
eaid it was this that had prompted him 
in his efforts to have the securities re- 
stored to the owners. 

Returning to New York, he at once 
cemmunicated with Scott and Dunia 
by means of “Herald” personals, an 
fad several interviews with them in the 
city during the month of February. 
While they were anxious to — of 
tha securities. it was plain from the first 
that they distrusted Evans, and propos- 
ed to lessen his share of the profits. 
While pretending to approve the steps 
he was taking for a compromise with 
the bank, they were really, without his 
knowledge, carrying on secret negotia- 
tions with the same object.

Evans’ life was actually in danger. 

It was soon after this interview that 
Evans decided, under the management 
of Superintendent Bangs, to save him- 
self by making a full confession. He 
had fewer scruples about betraying bis 
assoclates, because he had become con- 
vinced that in the previous robberies, 
notably in the one at Quincy, Illinois; 
he bad been treated most unfairly by 
Scott and Dunlap. 

Evans said ihat for several weeks 
preceding the Northampton robbery the 
gang had concealed themselves in the 
atilc ofa schoolhouse which stood four 
;or five rods from the highway, and 
apart from other houses. His state- 
ment was substantiated by the discov- 
lery in this attic, after the robbery, of 
blankeis, satchels, ropes, bits, pulleys, 
jand provisions, including a bottle of 
| whiskey bearing the label of a New 
York firm, 

After ine vault had been rifled, the 
money and securilies were placed in a 
bag and a pillow-case, and carried to 
the schoolhouse, where they were stow- 
ed away in places of concealment that 
| had Leen previously prepared. One of 
| these Was underneath the platform 
|where the teacher’s desk stood. An- 
|O.her was a recess made behind a 
| backboard, which was taken off for the 
| purpose and then screwed carefully in 
|piace. For two weeks this treasure, 
amounting to overa million dollars, lay 
unsuspected in the schoolhouse, the 
teacber walking over a part of it, tbe 
|children working out their sums on the 
| biackboard which concealed ‘another 
|part. it was left there so long because 
|the robbers were unable to return for 
lit, owing to the strict watch for strang- 
ers that was kept at the railway sta- 
tion and along all the roads. Finally, 
Scott bought a team of horses for nine 
hundred doljars, and, with Jim Brady, 
drove over to Nori hampton from Spring- 
field. After securing the booty, they 
had serious trouble in getting away. 
srady fell into the mill-race, which they 
were crossing on the ice, and this acci- 
dent necessitated their camping out all 
night in a cabin in the woods. 

_After hearing Evans’ story, the ques- 
tion foremost in Mr. Pinkerton’s mind 
was Where the stolen securities had been 
concealed. From what Evans said,and 
from what he knew himself about the 
methods of the gang, he was satisfied 
that Dunlap possessed this secret, and 
would intrust. it to no one unless abso- 
lutely compelled to do so. The likeliest 
way of compelling him was to put him 
under arrest, which might very well

Instructions were accordingly given 
the “shadows” to close in upon them, 
and on February 14, 1877, both men 
were arrested in Philadelphia, as_ they 
were on the point of taking a train for 
the South. : : 

Despite the large sum of securities in 
their possession, the men bad run short 
of ready money, and while awaiting a 
compromise, were starting out tocom- 
mit another robbery. They were tak- 
en to Northampton and committed to 
jail to await trial. 


It happened as Mr. Pinkerton fore- 
saw. Brought into confinement, Dunlap 
and Scott were compelled, in the con- 
duct of their affairs, to reveal the hid- 
fig-place of the booty to some other 
member of the gang. They chose for 
their confidant “ Red” Leary. The se- 
curities, as subsequently transpired, 
were at this time buried in a cellar on 
Sixth Avenue, uear Thirty-third Street, 
New York. The precise spot was indi- 
cated to Leary by Mrs. Scott, who, in 
doing so, reminded Leary of an agree- 
ment entered into by the members of 
the gang before the robbery, that any 
one of their number who might get 
into trouble could, if he siw a necessity, 
call upon his confederates to dispose 
of all the securities on whatever term: 
were possible, and use the proceeds in 
getting him and others—if others were 
in trouble also—free. At the time 
Leary scoffed at this agreement, but 
was perfectly willing, even eager, to 
have it enforced a little lates, when, 
by the orders of Inspector Byrnes, he 
was himself arrested on the charge of 
saps grt in the memorable Manhattan 
Bank robbery, which had occurred some 
hefore. Having failed in a pur-

Robert Pinkerton decided that the best 
move to make next would be to arrest 
Leary for complicity in. the Northamp- 
ton robbery. Steps were taken to have 
requisition papers prepared, and it was 
pending the ectival an these that Leary 
was held on the other charge, for it 
waa not thought that he had really 
taken part in the Manhattan Bank rob- 
ery. 

The criminal annals of the United 
States contain no more thrilling chap- 
ter than that of the adventures of 
Red” Leary. He was a typical des- 
perado in appearance, with his shock 
of red hair, and his bristling red mous- 
tache, and his ugly, heavy-jawed face, 
while his huge neck and shoulders, bis 
big head, and powerful hairy hands im- 
pressed one with his enormous physi- 
cal strength. He weighed nearly 
three hundred pounds, and his “ pals” 
used to point with pride tothe fact 
that he wore a bigger hat than any 
statesman in America—eight and a 
quarter. Long before John L. Sullivan 
had been heard of, “Red” Leary was 
known throughout the country as the 
“big fellow,” and, on witnessing the 
historic fight between Sullivan and 
** Paddy " Ryan, he had remarked that 
if his eyes were “ right ’’ he could thrash 
both of them in=half an hour. The 
trouble with bis eyes came of a safe rob- 
bery wherein Leary had stood too near 
the aafe when the explosion was made, 
and bad had his eyeiashes- burned off 
and his eyes nearly blown out of his 


While much of Leary’s life had been 


spent in deeds of violence, he had shown j ¢ 


on occasions, such splendid -brav: 
even heroism, as almost atoned for 

crimes. There are few soldiers who 
would not be Leary’‘s record on 
the battle-field. He was: among the 
first to respond to his country’s call 
in our own Civil War, being a volun- 
teer in the First Kentucky Regiment 
under Colonel Gutherie, and he was a 
good soldier from tne time of his enlist- 
meant up to tne moment of his honarable

in a very helpless condition, whatever 
money or valuables he might have with 
him would be as safe there as in the 
strongest vault. And no matter how 
hard Leary’s luck might be, or how low 
his exchequer, the friends who stayed 
under his roof were sure of a , 
breakfast prepared by the hand of his 
faithful wife te. ; 
Leary was elso a man of great wit 
and repartee, and his comic stories and 
sayings are repeated by his acquaint- 
ances and those who had met him. One 
of his great redeeming qualities was 
always wanting to eee fair play in any 
fight he witnessed, whether in a bar- 
room or ring. He was known, in his 
time, as the best man in @ bar-room 
or rough-and-tumble fight in America. 
This was admitted by John Morrissey 
and. all the best judges of his day. 
His generous qualities had won for 
Leary; among his own class, a large 
and most loyal following; and when it 
was learned that he was under arrest, 
his friends burned with sympathy and 
indignation. The word was passed 
about among them to gather at the 
Jefferson Market police court on the 
day set for his hearing, mpedy. if need 
ee to take the law into their own 
an 
So it came to pass that the Jefferson 
Market police court was /crowded, on 
the afternoon of December 17, 1878, with 
such a gathering of well-known crim- 
inals as seldom sit in voluntary audi- 
ence beforea judge. They listened with 
eager interest when Inspector Byrnes 
stated that, in spite of every effort 
made by himself and his men, it had 
been impossible to secure evidence im- 
pene in the Manhattan Bank rob- 
ry the two prisoners, John alias 
“Red” Leary, and John alias ‘‘Butch” 
McCarthy. Having received this state- 
ment, Judge Morgan, the presiding ma- 
istrate, said, ‘John Leary, John Mc- 
arthy, you are discharged.” 


At this a buzz of satisfaction ran 
through the court room, but it was 
short-lived, As the discharged prison- 
ers started down the aisle, two men 
stepped forward and blocked the pas- 
sage. “Butch” McCarthy was allow- 
ed to go by, but Deputy-Sheriff Hasson 
and Robert Pinkerton laid hands on 
Leary, at the same time presenting pa- 
pers for his arrest as one of theNorth- 
ampton Bank robbers. 

*““Who serves this requisition?” ask- 
ed Counsellor Peter Mitchell, speak- 
ing for the prisoner. 

“*T do,” said Hasson. E 

“Then you are responsible for this 
man’s body.”

At this the prisoner’s counsel drew 
from his pocket a writ of habeas corpus 
issued by Judge Daniels, and return- 
able the following morning. Having 
served this in the ordinary way, he 
turned to the prisoner and said, ‘“ Now, 
John Leary, just go quietly with this 
deputy sheriff to the Ludlow Street jail, 
and I will meet you there in a little 
while.” 

The prisoner was at once taken by 
Pinkerton and the sheriff to a private 
room at the back, from which a private 
entrance through the jail led out into 
Tenth Street. A carriage was’ waiting 
at the door. No sooner was this move- 
ment made than the whole gathering 
of Leary’s friends hurried from the 
court-room and formed outside in three 
groups, one in front of the private en- 
trance, and the other two on the two 
corners of Tenth Street and_ Sixth 
Avenue. Inspector Byrnes, looking 
through a window, recongized in the 
crowd a score of men capable of any act 
of violence. He noted that their coats 
were buttoned tight, with collars turn- 
ed up, and that they had scowling reso- 
lute looks on their faces. He saw & 
oe brougham waiting at the corner 
of Tenth Street and Sixth Avenue,with 
a strong horse in the traces, and a sin- 
ister looking fellow on the driver's seat. 
In spite of some attempt at disguise, 
the experienced officer recognized him 
as “* Mike” Ryan, a desperado who had 
lately finished a five years’ term at 
Sing Sing. 

Upening the private door, Robert Pin- 
kerton went down the 
along the street, and then went back, 
closing the door behind him. At his 
Appearance there was a sudden 
movement in the groups wait- 
ing outside, but they) grew quiet 
again when he withdrew. A moment 
later a man wearing an overcoat trim- 
med with aatrakan came running up 
and joined the group at the jail door. 
He seemed to whispar some order from 
one to another. A short wait follow- 
ed, and then the door opened once more 
and Mr. Pinkerton came out with both 
hands in his overcoat pockets. He 
pushed his way through the crowd to 
the carriage and opened the door. The 
eyes of the crowd meantime were fast- 
ened on the private entrance. : 

“Here he comes,” cried several! voices 
as Sergeant Suttee of Inspector Dilks’‘s 
staff appeared followed by Leary.whose 
arm was grasped Deputy-Sheriff 
Haesson, Instantly the man in the as- 
trakan coat and “Jimmy Burns, a no 
torious criminal, dashed up the steps 

t Suttee, and threw themselves vio- 
ently upon Hasson.  Leary’s hands 
were not menacled, and Burns tried to 
force himself between Hasson and the 
prisoner; but the former made good re- 
sistance, and held Leary in a desper- 
ate embrace. A fierce struggle follow- 
ed, a dozen men from the crowd rush- 
ing up the steps and, with blows, cry- 
ing. out, “Let that man go.” 

inkerton and Suttee sprang to the 
rescue, the sergeant seizing Kurns 
the collar, while Pinkerton, forcing his 
way through the crowd back to the 
steps, hurled men off to tne right and 
left. Reaching the top of the eteps, he 
turned on the crowd, and drawing hie 
revolver eaid, “I'll shoot the first man 
that comes this way.”

The crowd fell back 
in confusion, and Leary was quickly 
dragged back inside the door. Then 
his friends made a fina! rush; but Mr.

Not long since a company of people | 
sat down to a table in a home where | 
there seemed to be comfort and refine- 
ment. The cloth and the napkins were 
poorly ironed, and there were remnants 
of at least six or seven sets of dishes 
on the table. Scarcely one cup and 
saucer matched. Half of the cups were 
minus handles, and so with almost ev- 
erything on the table. The repast serv- 
ed was good and well prepared, but 
how much prettier and daintier it would 
have looked had there been some refine- 
ment about the whole thing. Because | 
food is served on neat plates, because 
a few fiowers grace the table, because 
the bread is cut into dainty slices, or 
because coffee is served in pretty china 
cups, is no reason why one cannot eat 
all one wishes, A great number of 
pretty dishes and nothing to put upon 
them is, of course, most unsatisfactory, 
and people with big appetites (and big 
hearts) would never tolerate that. Ev- 
ery housekeeper should have at least 
two sets of dishes, one for everyday use 
and one for best. No table can look 
neat with old chipped dishes, cups 
without handles and odd saucers. Even 
if one cannot afford the beautiful Dres- 
den or Haviana, tnere are fine imita- 
tions less expensive and almost as pret- 
ty. and as most housekeepers pride 
themselves on their cooking and tables, 
it should be remembered that dainty 
china and glassware are not smail fac- 
tors in the appetizing and pleasing ap- 
pearance of the spread. 

W here the children are small and de- 
structive it is almost @ necessity to pro- 
vide them with coarse dishes; it would 
be too expensive otherwise, 

In buying china a pattern in brown 
should never be selected. It never ap- 
Pears as clean and bright as other col- 
ors, and has a coarse appearance. Pure, 
piain white, pale green and white, yel- 
jow and white, or blue and white is by 
far the nicest. One of the handsomest 
patterns, and yet the plainest, is the 
white with gold edges. There is a rich- 
ness, yet without display, about such 
china, tae 

A handsome design is the plain white 
with pale green borders—noihing heavy 
or elaborate, yet giving tone and color 
to the table. For an afternoon “tea” 
or “coffee,” or fora luncheon, noihing is 
prettier than many delicate cups of odd 
shapes and designs. And if they have 
been co.lected at different parts of the 
world, so much the better. Many wo- 
men have a fad for cailecting ~beau- 
tiful cups, and are as careful and proud 
over iheir collection ag if it were gold. 

In glassware nothing is prettier than 
clear, transparent, colorless glass. Blue 
glass, red glass, yellow glass—oh, how 
ugly! And still people will persist in 
buying it, and creating a demand. We- 
ter glasses nay now be procured almost 
as thin as paper for only a few cents 
each. Small light glasses are so much 
neater than those ugly thick ones, and 
if one is a little careful when washing 
them, they are just as duralie. Then, 
all kinds of glassware should be kept 
clean and sparkling. A small, stiff 
brush should be kept for the purpose 
of cleaning the cut glassware, and with 
the aid of soap and hot water it wall 
look beautiful. Perfectly clean china 
adds a beauty to the table even if it 
is plain. ‘The corners in the handles 
of cups and sugar bowls should receive 


‘special attention, for they are usually 


forgotten. 

it requires @ considerable sum to buy 
pretty dishes, and the money cannot ai- 
ways ie spared, no matier how the 
may long for the pretty 
things. One way of procuring them is 
to buy one piece at a time. Many a 
lovely collection has been obtained in 
this way, and the expense has not 
been felt, 


BREAKFAST TIME. 


Rice Gems.—Separate the whites and 
yolks of three eggs into two bowls. Add 
one pint of milk to the yolks and leat 
lightly. To this add ona level teaspoon- 
ful of salt, three cupfuls of sifted flour, 
one tablespoonful of melted butter and 
mix thoroughly, after which add one 
scant cupf rice. To the beaten 
whites of the eggs add two rounding 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and add 
to the mixture. Bake from twenty- 
five to thirty minutes in a quick oven. 
This is one of the Household’s recipes, 
to which I add the following from Good 
Housekeeping:

The whites and yolks should 
be broken in pieces, but not rendered 


smn Do not cook long enough to 
whey—only let it simmer. Add @ piece 
of butter the size of an egg and salt to

TERROR OF THE SEA AND AInN, 


Combined Torpede Beat and Acriat faa 
That Will be Used tn the Vext War. 
Experiments are now being tried with 

a view of combining torpedo beats and 

aerial machines in hostile operations 

against ships or forts. A boat has been 
designed to dive under water and fire 

a torpedo into a battleship’s hull. The 

Proposed aerial gun will send a shell 


of explosives through the air and drop. 


in on an enemy’s deck or into a fort. 
If the combination of these two ma- 
chines should prove successful thé craft 
will be the most wonderful engine of 
destruction in modern warfare. The 
aerial gun is to be placed in the bow, 
and will be operated in this wise: The 
boat, for instance, is moving along the 
surface at a fifteen-knot speed. At 
the word of command her petroleum 
fires are put out, the electric engines 
started, the smokestack and air shaft 
drawn inside the vessel and covered 
over. She is made to sink by admit- 
ting water to her tanks. At the same 
moment two horizontal rudders at the 
stem are inclined upward. and the eigh- 
ty-five-foot steel, cigar-shaped craft 
dives like ® propoise. She runs, ordi- 
narily either three or thirty feet under 
the surface, but is built to stand the 
ressure of a depth of 70 feet. She 
has a constant tendency to rise, but 
is kept below by the horizontal rud- 
der on her stern. Should she accident= 
ally sink, there are automatio arrange- 
ments governed by the outside wates 
pressure that empty the water tanks 
and compel the vessel to rise to the 
surface. The effect of the fire of this

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ELECTRIC FARMING. 


Resnits of Experimenta Made as Cornel . 
University. 

The agricultural department of the 
Cornell University recently published 
the results of some experiments ex- 
tending over a period of six years, up 
on the effect of the light of the eleo 
tric are lamp upon the growth of planta, 
There were two houses, both of whic 
were exposed to sunlight during the 
day, and one of which received im ad- 
dition the light frum an aro lamp dur- 
ing a part of the night. The are Jampe 
were inclosed in clear. glass globes. It 
has been observed that the effects of

ormer in some cases proving oe 
instead of beneficial to the plants. 
was found as a result of these experi 
ments that there was a decided bene 
ficial influence on the growth of let 
tuce, and that there can no longer be 
any doubt as to its advantages in foro 
ing this plant. With seed sown under 
ordinary conditions, and the young 

lants placed under the influence of the 
fight after they are well established, 
will show marked improvements up te 
a distance of forty feet. “One curious 
thing was noticed, that the effect of 
the shadow of a beam or rafter cast 
by the electric light showed plainly om 
the leaves. .It is stated in this report 
that Mr. Rawson, a fancy truck farmer 
near Boston, now uses the electric light 
in the commercial fercing of lettuce, 
He has three lamps of 2,000 candle pow- 
er each, which run all night. ‘The hot- 
house covers nearly one-third of ua 
acre. Mr. Rawson finds that he ol- 
tains a gain of five days per crop dur- 
ing the-winter, which makes a gain 
three weeks for the three crope during 
the .winter. The gain from one crop, 
he estimates, is sufficient to pay the ex- 
penses of operating the electric lights 
duri the whole season. 

Prof, Bailey's experiments at Corn- 
ell confirm those of Mr. Rawson, as be 
states he finds many plants grow more 
rapidly when under the influence 
the electric — at night. Among 
these are the daisy and the violet. He 
is convinced, he says, that the light caa 
be used in forcing certain plants.

In view of the affectionate relations 
that subsist between the young Czar 
and Czarina of Russia and “Grand- 
mamma England,” as they are accus- 
tomed to style Queen Victoria, it is 
eminently fitting that the interv 
tween the rulers of the two mightiest 
empires of the world should take place 
at Balmoral. The latter was for 
large part of the time the home 
Empress “Sasha,” until the time of 
her marriage. For, having lost her 
mother when she was but six years of 
age, was brought up to a great extent 
by her English grandmother and her 
aunt, the now widowed Empress Fred- 
erick. The latter looked after her 
when in Germany, while the old Queen 
bestowed upon her all the loving care 
that the fondest mother could display 
during the eight months that she spent 
every year in England and Scotland. 
Emperor Nicholas, during the four 
months that he spent in England court- 
ing the favorite grandchild of the 
Queen, endeared himself to Her Majes- 
ty toa greater degree than any of her 
grandsons, save, perhaps, the present 
Grand Duke of Hesse; and if the ven- 
erable sovereign of Great Britain re- 
ceived the Czar and Czarina at her own 
favorite northern home, which is her 
personal property and does not belong 
to the Crown, it was because-she wish- 
ed to lay stress upon the fact that the 
imperial couple came to her as dear 
Grandchildren to an old grandmother 
rather than as visitors of state. Other- 
wise she would have welcomed them 
at Windsor with all the pomp and cere- 
mony which have signalized the visits 
of the Czar and Czarina to Vienna and 
Breslau.

George and the Dragon, and St. An- 
drew. As you look at the castle from

But in reality there is open ground all 
around, Jaid out as gardens, which, on 
the west and on the north sides, slope 
down to the Dee. The Dee itself is 
bordered with fine large trees under 
which a broad path is laid. So near is 
the stream to the castle that from any 
part of the latter, if the windows be 
open, the rush and whirl of the tor- 
rent are heard. 

Looking from the drawing-room win- 
dows, the eye passes over flower-beds

The li- 
brary is a handsome apartment, well 
stocked with books, and it is here that 
the Queen dines when the party is 


small. 
THE BALL-BOOM, ~ 

which is a sort of annex, bas been the 
centre of whatever festive life there bas 
been at the castie, and may boast of 
having been the only spot where the 
feet of the august iady who rules over 
the vast British Empire have tripped 
in dance since she became a widow. 
Her partners in the reels, in which she 
took part as recently as fifteen years 
ago, were not any wr the great nobies 
of her realm, nor yet her Ministers of 
State and dignitaries of, the household, 
but merely her domestic servants, such 
as, for instance, John Brown and oth- 
er similarly favored Scotch menials, On 
one side of the bail-room there is a 
dais where the royal family takes up 
its position whenever a tenants’ or ser- 
vants’ ball is given. It is here, too, 
that all the theatrical performances 
ever organized at Balmoral have taken 
place. The dais is lined with mirrors, 
while the walls of the ball-room are 
decorated with groups of plaids and 
With trophies of dirks, claymores, 
pouches, skenadbus. 

Another feature of the castle is the 
so-cailed “service-room,’’ or private 
chapel, where divine service takes place 
each Sunday when the Queen does not 
summon up sufficient courage to drive 
to the parish church at Craihie. The 
“service-room” is furnished wholly in 
balld-h pine wood. ‘The chairs, of the 
same wood, are upholstered with red 
leather, the Queen’s armchair being 
embroidered with the royal thistle of 
Scotland. There is-a small organ in 
one corner that is generally played 
either by Princess Beatrice or by one 
of the ladies in waiting. 

THE BIBLE DESK 
is in another corner, and is covered 
with a dark red velvet cloth, on which 
passion flowers and lilies are appliqued. 
The carpet is peacock. blue. 

Whenever the Queen is at Balmoral 
she invariably adopts the Presbyterian 
form of worship, alike in the ‘“‘service- 
room” and at the new parish chureb 
of Crathie, to the building of which she 
has largely contributed, and where 
she receives periodically the sacraments 
according to the rites of the church 
founded by John Knox. This isa source 
of perpetual irritation to many of her 
Majesty’s lieges south of the Tweed, 
who consider that in thus countenan- 
cing Presbyterianism she is forgetful 
of her constitutional and religious du- 
ties as head of the Anglican church. 
The Queen, however, remains entirely 
indifferent to the angry comment of 
the English ecclesiastical papers upon 
the subject, and, if anything, makes a 
point of showing more favour to her 


Scoitish ‘‘meenisters’’’ than to her 
Anglican chaplains. For, whereas, the 
former when preaching before’ her 


Majesty, are permitted to make their 
sermon as long as they please, the pre- 
lates and divines of the — Established 
Church of England are strictly limited 
to ten minutes, any excess of that meas- 
ure giving rise to marked demonstra- 
tions of impatience and displeasure on 
her part. Indeed, she seems to regard 
this right of cutting their sermon short 
as one of her most precious preroga- 
tives as supreme head of the Establish- 
ed Church of England—a prerogative 
freely used by her predecessor on the 
throne, her uncle, King William IV. 
A QUAINT FAD 


of the Queen, to which she exacts strict 
obedience, is the wearing of the kilts 
at Balmoral, not only by all the male 
members of her family, but also by all 
the gentlemen in attendance and by the 
servants. It isa hobby that is produc- 
tive of a good deal of dissatisfaction, for 
the kilt is an extremely trying garb. 
One has to have a pair of uncommoniy 
‘brawny and well legs in order 
to set off this somewhat barbarous at- 
tire to advantage, and, with the excep- 
tion of those of her Scotch gillies, good 
legs are woefully scarce among her Ma- 
jesty’s entourage. Prince Henry of 

ttenburg, for instance, used to suf- 
fer frighifully from rheumatism each 
time he was in Scotland, due .to, wear- 
ing the kilt, and the Duke of York looks 
even more puny than ever in Highiand 
garb, which he is nglens volens com- 
pelled to don the very moment he 
crosses the border. 

It may be added in conclusion that 
the Balmoral estate comprises a little 
over 40,000 acres, and extends along the 
Dee for twelve miles. At one moment 
the seclusion of the Queen’s Highland 
home seemed to be threatened by a 
railroad which iy 7 creeping up the 
valley. But Her Majesty was abie to 
secure the passage of an act of parlia- 
ment which stop the line at Balla- 
ter, eight miles distant from the castle.

Except a Tradition. 
On a hill three miles below Lambert- 
| ville, Penn., there is reported to be bur- 
led fabulous treasure in English goid. 
The hill is known as Bowman's moun- 
| tain, and is part of the range of Buck- 
|ingham mountain, running through 
| Bucks County, Pa., almost to the shores 
| of the Delaware River. 
| Bowman's Hill is familiar to all the 
‘older inhabitants, who say it has a

during the war. On the very top is a 
_plot of ground inclosed by an iron fence. 
| In this inclosure soldiers of the British 
army lie buried. 

At one time tbe graves were marked 
with tablets giving the birth, age and 
rank of the dead, but the tablets have 
fallen to pieces, and the inscriptions 
have been entirely obliterated, so that 


nothing remains to mark their last rest- 
ing place but the little mounds of earth 
in the inclosure. 

It is a story that has often been told 
and handed down, that gold was buried 
on this hill by the English soldiers, 


who, being hastily ordered away, sec 
reted their money, expecting after the 
war was over to come back and get 


But they were either 
KILLED IN BATTLE, 


or departed from the country, leaving 
the money where it was buried. : 

Gen. Bowman, from whom the hill 
derived its name, was an officer under 
Gen. Howe at the time his army was 
encamped in this vicinity. Gen. Bow- 
man’s body lies buried in the plot on 
the hill, but cannot at this late time 
be distinguished from the others. 

A short time ago Aaron McCarthy, 
who lives at the foot of Bowman's Hill. 
was on a visit to Oil City, Pa. While 
there he became acquainted with an 
Englishman. Upon learning that Me- 
Carthy was from this part of the coun- 
try the stranger pulled an old, crum- 
pled up piece of paper from his pocket. 
On it was a chart of a hill. McCarthy 
at once recognized it as Bowman's 
Hill. 

The man told McCarthy the chart had 
been given him before he left the 
mother country, and he said that on 
this hill there was buried $260,000 in 
English sovereigns, placed four feet 
under the earth in four canvas bags. 

He assured McCarthy that if he would 
assist him in the searéh for the gold 
he would pay him well. d 

McCarthy went home but failed to 
get the man’s name. After waiting

NON-ASSESSABLE STOCK. 


_—_— 


What an Authority Has to Say on the 
Subject of Mining Stocks. 


A number of papers in this province 
have lately been devoting a considerable 
pertion of their time to a discussion of 
the question whether fully-paid and 
non-assessable stock can be assessed or 
not, says the Rossland, B.C., Miner of 
a recent date. We thought that it was 
merely one of the usual ebullitions of 
the “silly season” and so have not 
thought the matter worth while noiic- 
ing. But in the Toronto World of the 
4th instant we find the following spec- 
ial from Rossland: 

“Authorities on mining law here are 
of the opinion regarding companies in- 
corporated in Washington that their 
stock is assessable to its par value. The 
statute under which it was supposed 
to be non-assessable applies only to 
state companies.” 

The young man who penned that dis- 
patch simply did not know what he 
vas talking about. It is no more pos- 
sible to assess to its par value fully- 
paid and non-assessable stock than it 
is to subtract $1 from $1 and leave a 
balance of anything. 

To set at rest ariy uneasiness which 
eastern people may feel on the subject 
The Minor wiil briefly recite the meth- 
od of incorporating mining companies 
in Washington. A organizes a company 
to acquire the B mineral claim from C 

| Articles of incorporation and a tempor- 

ary board of trustees are agreed onand 
these after filing their articles of in- 
corporation and receiving their charter 
enter into an agreement with C for 
the purchase of the B mineral claim. 
~ iakes the entire capital stock of the 
company in fully-paid and non-assessa- 
ble shares in lieu of cash, and gives to 
the company a bill of sale to the B min- 
eral claim. The stock held by C is 
all fully paid and non-assessable. He 
has taken it at par and he cannot be 
asseased for one cent on any or all the 
shares he owns. When he donates a 
portion of that stock to the treasury 
of the company, or sells it to anybody 
else at one cent, 10 cents or 5 cents 
a share it is still fully paid and non- 
assessable stock. Neither the company 
(nor anybody else can levy an asses 
‘ment of a single cent against a single 
share of this stock. 

If this were not so a number of Wash- 
ington companies operating mines in 

'this district would soon have got out 
of the troubles they got themselves into 
by exhausting their treasury stock. All 
they would have had to do waa levy an 
assessment on their stockholders, but 
this of course they could not do.
